The Home Mission Board 1s an organ of the Southern Beptist 
Convention, and seeks to supnly the dastitution in the Soutbern

The Board employed daring last year 371 mission» ries who 
reported 4.477 baptisms, and received by lecter 3,621; organized 
336 Sunday schools, with 12,420 scholars; and organized 276 
churches.
